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Senator Hoar, having declared

Certainly the U. S. Supreme
Court has the power to determine what
cases shall not come before it. Tbat
being so, wby it should have allowed
the contested election case from Ken¬

tucky to consume any of its time, is noi

readily understood by people unfamiliar
with tbe wajs of courts. Federal
courts bave nothing, legally, to do witb
State elections, and when such elec¬
tions bave been considered by the high¬
est State courts, everybody, oxcept re¬

publican politicians, thinks tbey »reset

tied.

Contrary to expectation, the Senat«·
conferees on the Porto Rico bill
abandoned their efforts in behalt of the
American syndicates who hoped to get
possession of most of the valuable land
.n Porto Rico, and agreed to accept tbe
bill as amended by tbe House, which
eewed up tbat scheme with a single
etitob. But for the democratic member
of the conference committee, Mr, Jones
of V irginla, that nefarious and corrupt

Governor of Porto Rico.

San Juan, Porto Rico, May 1..Chas
H. Alien was inaugurated here today
as oivii governor of Porto Rico. In bis
address Governor Allen congratulated
the people on the occasion as marking
che first ctep in establishing civil gov¬
ernment in Porto Rico, under tbe Map
of tbe United States and witb the bless¬
ings and opportunities tnat go witb it.
He said tbat Congress had laid the
foundation of the government of Porto
Rico. It depended now on the people
wbat sort of a superstructure they
should raise. He assured tbem of the
sympathy of the American people in
their efforts. Governor Allen vouched
for the President's intention to appoint
to office in the island men witb aból¬
sense of honor who would not seek
to advance tieir own interests at the
country's expense nor allow others to
doso.

To Secure Cuban Independence.
Havana, May 1..General Ruie Riv¬

era, who recently resigned the portfolio
of agriculture in General Wood's cabi¬
net, in an interview today relative to
the report that he was at tbe bead of a
revolutionary movement to secure Cu¬
tan independence denied emphatically
the story of tbe revolution, and declar¬
ed that bis name had beeu used in con¬
nection with tbe story at the instigation
of bis political enemies. Rivera said
that no outbreak need be feared before
tbe municipal elections in June or im¬
mediately afterwards, though be ad¬
mitted tbat tbe natives were organiz¬
ing to resist a perpetuation of tbe
American regime alter January 1, 1901,
and were ready to make every sacrifice
to implant the republic in Cuba wbicb
the United States had promised.

Diamonds aud Son Gone.
Cbicigo, May 1,.Mrs. M. J. Neven

reported at the central polioe station
this morning tbat she bad been robbed
of bonds, gold dust and diamonds
valued at $70,000. Tbe property was
in a valise and was stolen from her
apartments during the night.

M. St. Clair Lynd, of Chestnut Hill,
Pa., has mysteriously disappeared from
the Berkshire loo. She came here on
March 24 for her bealtb. Oo Wednes¬
day last she suddenly disappeared and
-nice then no tidings of ber bave been
ascertained. She suffered from heart
trouble and came bere in the hope that
the climate would benefit her health.
Fears are entertained that some acci¬
dent has befallen ber or tbat she has
met with foul play.

Boycotted by Milk Dealers.
Syracuse, N. Y. May 1 .A majority of

the people of this city bave beec obliged
io resort to the use of condensed milk
and similar preparations today. This is
due to the fact tbat the milk dealers
have boycotted tbe city. They bave
taken this action for the reason tbat the
health authorities have decided tbat all
milk peddlers selling milk iu tbe citywithout a certificate to show that their
oows have been subjected to tbe tuber¬
culosis test, sball be arrested.

Strike of Freight Handlers.
Buffalo, N. Y., May I..It is an¬

nounced tbat all the freight handlers in
tbe various railroad transfer freight
houses have gone out upon a strike.
This means tbat tbe men wbo bandle
tbe city's daily supplies of milk, fresh
meat and vegetables, as well as otber
freight, bave agreed not to remove
these things from tbe freight cars and
freight houses and will not suffer others
to handle them,

Besieged by Filipinos.
Minila, May 1..Major Gilmore, of

the 43rd volunteers, reports from Cal-
bayon. Samar, tbat a detachment of his
battalion was besieged by insurgents at
Catubig for five deys, losing 19 killed
.nd 2 wounded. Word of the position
of tbe detachment finally reached Maj.
Gilmore, wbo male a forced marob, re¬

lieved tbe besieged foroe and scattered
tbe insurgents.

labor of mechanics shall contain a pro
vision tbat tbe men employed oo tbe
work shall not work more than eight
hours in any oue calendar day. Tbe
penalty for each violation of the act
will be $5 for each mechanic or laborer
working more tbau eight hours on any
one day.
Mr. Til Iman offered a resolution,

wbich was agreed to, directing tbe Sec¬
retary of tbe Navy to seod to the Sec¬
ate a report snowing all recent firing-
tests of Krupp armor plates at Indian
Head and what kind ol project les ware
used.
At tbe close of tbe morning biHiuees

tbe Senate proceeded to tbe considera¬
tion of tbe Alaskan bill.
Mr. Carter wbo has charge of tbe bill

made an appeal for its early passage.
vlr. Carter plainly informed Senator·*
that if a compromise was not reached
speedily the measure was in danger.
